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REMARKS 

Status 

Upon entry of the amendments, Claims 1-9 and Claims 19-25 will be pending in 
this application. Support for the amendments and new claims can be found in the original 
claims and throughout the specification. No new matter will be been added upon entry of 
this amendment. 

Discussion 

Applicant thanks Examiner Shiao for the helpful and courteous telephonic 
discussion of August 25, 2005, held with his representative, Jing G. Sun. During the 

discussion, it was agreed that Applicant would clarify the definition in Claim 1 and 

recite the Z and Z a definitions of Claim 5 into Claim 1 . Specifically, it was pointed out 

that Z is different from Z a . The present amendment affects the changes discussed. 

The objection of Claims 1-9 as containing non-elected subject matter has been 
obviated by appropriate amendment. Withdrawal of the objection is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 1-9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 3 of Duan et 
al. co-pending application No. 10/858,978 (US 2004/0254231 Al). 

Applicant respectfully requests that the provisional double patenting rejection be 
withdrawn since it is the only rejection remaining in the above-identified application. 
According to M.P.E.P. §804(I)(B): 

If the 'provisional' double patenting rejection in one application is the only 
rejection remaining in that application, the examiner should then withdraw that 
rejection and permit the application to issue as a patent, thereby converting the 
'provisional 5 double patenting rejection in the other application(s) into a double 
patenting rejection at the time the one application issues as a patent. 

In addition, applicant respectfully reminds the Examiner of the prior request for 
rejoinder of Group IV (Claim 10) and Group V (Claims 11-13) once the subject matter of 
Group I has been determined to be allowable. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicants submit that the application is now in 
condition for allowance. Early notification of such action is earnestly solicited. If the 
Examiner has any questions or believes further discussion will aid examination and 
advance prosecution of the application, a telephone call to the undersigned is invited.
